To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Morpeth  Rural  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  and  Councillors , 

I  "beg  to  present  to  you  the  report  of  myself  and  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  for  the  year  1964. 

The  vital  statistics  are  very  satisfactory.  Compared  with  the 
previous  year,  the  total  number  of  births  increased  by  22,  the  number 
of  deaths  decreased  by  31  and.  only  4  deaths  occurred  under  the  age  of 
one  year. 

The  birth-rate  rose  to  18.59  and  the  death-rate  fell  to  11. 91  per 
1,000,  both  rates  being  approximately  the  same  as  the  corresponding 
rates  for  England  and  Wales,  while  the  still-birth  rate,  at  16.03  per 
1,000  live  and  still  births  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate, at  13*03 
per  1,000  live  births  were  both  much  lower  than  the  national  average 
rates . 

Deaths  from  malignant  neoplasms,  also,  showed  a  reduction 
although  there  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer  of 
the  lung.  Rates  were  slightly  lower  than  the  national  average. 

Mo  event  of  outstanding  importance  calls  for  comment  but  a  review 
of  past  years, brings  a  realisation  of  the  steady  progress  which  has 
been  made  in  improving  water  supplies,  installing  sewerage  schemes, 
clearing  away  slum  properties  and  generally  raising  living  standards 
for  the  inhabitants  of  the  area. 

In  presenting  this  report  I  should  like  to  take  the  opportunity 
of  thanking  Councillors  for  the  consideration  they  have  shown  to  me 
and  of  expressing  my  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  the  help  received  from  my  colleagues  in  all 
departments  of  the  Council.

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SECTION  A. 

STATISTICS  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  AREA 

The  Registrar-General1 s  estimate  of  the  mid-1964  population  shows 
an  increase  of  270,  over  that  for  the  previous  year.  Natural  increase, 
i.e.  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths,  accounted  for  119*  while  the 
transfer  of  miners  from  other  areas  to  new  houses  at  Pegswood  and  the 
erection,  by  private  enterprise  of  houses  at  Widdrington  and  Ulgham 
probably  accounted  for  the  remainder. 

Coal-mining  remains  the  principal  form  of  employment  in  the 
eastern  part  of  the  district  but  possible  future  contraction  of  the 
industry  is  causing  concern,  although  expansion  at  Lynemouth  may  offset 
this,  to  some  extent. 

The  western  part  of  the  district  is  rural  and  almost  wholly 
devoted  to  agriculture. 

>  The  area  of  the  Rural  District  remained  unchanged  at  the  end  of 
the  year  but  a  slight  reduction  will  come  about  when  the  agreed 
transfer  of  some  five  acres  to  the  Borough  of  Morpeth,  to  facilitate 
the  development  of  an  industrial  estate,  is  completed.

Ambulance  Service „ 


This  is  provided  by  Northumberland  County  Council,  There  are  four 
drivers  and  three  ambulances  at  the  Ambulance  Station  at  Broomhill, 
while  other  parts  of  the  district  are  served  by  ambulances  stationed 
at  Morpeth  and  Ashington,  All  vehicles  are  fitted  with  radio  and  are 
directed,  as  necessary,  by  a  Central  Control  at  Videopen, 


Quite  extensive  use  is  also  made  of  a  car  service  operated  by 
local  garage  owners  in  the  more  isolated  parts  of  the  rural  district. 

Nursing  in  the  Home , 


Domiciliary  nursing  and  midwifery  services  are  provided  by  the 
County  Council, 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Servi ces . 

These,  too,  are  provided  by  the  County  Council,  which  early  in 
1964?  opened  a  new  purpose-built  clinic  at  Widd ringtone  The  range .  of 
services  there  has  already  been  extended  to  include  antenatal  clinic  -j , 
a  class  for  toddlers  and  a  handicraft  and  social  afternoon  for  old 
people  who  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  attend  the  evening  meetings  of 
the  local  old  people's  clubs. 


Some  years  ago  a  new  clinic  was  built  at  Broomhill  but  au 
Pegswood,  Lynemouth,  Linton,  Longhorsley,  Hartburn  and  Acklington 
Aerodrome  clinics  are  held  in  rented  premises.  Plans  are,  however, 
in  hand  for  the  erection  of  a  clinic  at  Pegswood  to  replace  tne 
present  unsatisfactory  building.  Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in 
finding  a  site  but  it  is  anticipated  that  one  will  be  obtained  before 

long. 


Moals  on  Wheels, 


This  Service,  organised  "by  the  W  .V . S.  with  the  help  of  the . Old 
People's  Voluntary  Welfare  Committee,  commenced  in  Pegswood  during  the 
year.  The  Committee  would  like  to  extend  this  service  hut  this  has 
not,  so  far,  been  possible. 

Night  Sitters'  Service. 

An  emergency  service  to  help  old,  sick  people  living  alone  is 
organised  by  the  Old  People’s  Voluntary  Welfare  Committee  but  has  not 
been  used  as  much  as  was  anticipated. 

Chiropody  Service  for  Old  People. 

This  is  organised  by.  voluntary  workers  on  behalf  of  the  Old  People 
Welfare  Committee  which  receives  financial  aid  from  the. County  Council 
and  the  Rural  District  Council.  Sessions  are  held  at  regular  _ 
intervals  in  different  parts  of  the  district  and  the  treatment  is  much 
appreciated  by  the  old  people,  many  of  whom  also  regard  attendance  at 
a  session  as  a  pleasant  social  interlude  in  their  lives.  Domic 1  iarV 
visits  are  arranged  when  required.  The  patients .pay  part  of  the  cos 
of  treatment  and  the  balance  is  paid  by  the  Committee# 


SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTAMCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply, 


The  water  provided  to  the  major  portion  of  the  rural  district  is 
supplied  "by  Tynemouth  Corporation  Water  Undertaking.  The  water  quality 
is  excellent  and  with  one  exception,  adequate  in  quantity. 

Shortage  of  water  is  experienced  in  Cres swell  Parish  during  peal: 
periods  in  the  sunner  season  and  is  a  result  of  inadequate  rains  size* 
The  water  undertakers  are  aware  of  the  problem  and  expect  that  works  to 
improve  the  situation  will  he  commenced  early  in  1965-. 

94.903$  of  dwellings  are  provided  with  internal  piped  supplies 
from  the  public  mains  and  4  •5577^  with  internal  piped  water  from  private 
sources.  The  remaining  ,54-Qd  of  dwellings  obtain  water  from  external 
standpipes . 

Samples  of  both  public  and  private  supplies  were  collected  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  the  following  lists  show  the  dates  anc. 
places  of  collection  together  with  the  result  of  the  examination  gazne 
out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  in  each  case.

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

The  new  sewerage  system  in  Ulghan  Village  was  finally  completed 
in  November. 


Proposed  schemes  for  Hepscott  and  Thirston  were  prepared  and 
forwarded  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  approval 
to  the  former  was  granted.  It  is  not  known  at  present  when  these  works 
will  commence.

Longhirst  -  1 

Conversion,  of  conservancy  type  sanitary  accomodation  continues 
slowly  and  payment  of  grant ,  under  section  47?  Public  Health  Act,  1936? 
was  made  in  only  three  instances  involving  eight  dwellings. 

Efforts  to  abolish  this  type  of  convenience,  continue  without 
relaxation  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  it  was  estimated  that  115  such 
closets  remained  Le.  serving  2.139f°  of  the  dwellings  in  the  district. 

Septic  Tank  Emptying  Service. 

To  satisfy  an  increasing  demand  from  private  householders  for  a 
desludging  service  for  domestic  septic  tanks  in  those  areas  of  the 
district  not  served  by  a  public  sewer,  investigations  were  made  into 
the  costs  of  providing  such  a  service  and,  after  due  consideration,  it 
was  agreed  to  obtain  a  special  vehicle.  An  order  was  placed  with  the 
manufacturers  in  November  and  it  is  anticipated  that  the  service  will 
commence  not  later  than  April,  1965* 

Public  Cleansing. 


The  refuse  collection  service  throughout  the  area  operated 
satisfactorily  within  the  limits  imposed  by  labour  and  plant.  The 
former,  due  to  absences  through  sickness,  or  sickness  combined  with 
holiday  absences,  often  creates  emergencies  difficult  to  overcome  with 
no  labour  reserve  on  which  to  draw. 

A  large  compression  type  collecting  vehicle  was  brought  into  use 
in  August  and  was  of  immediate  advantage  not  only  in  reducing  the 
number  of  journeys  to  the  tipping  sites  but  also  in  reducing  duplication^ 
of  vehicles  into  particular  areas  as  had  been  unavoidable  previously. 

The  12  cu.yd.  sideloading  vehicle  which  the  new  vehicle  replaced 
was  retained  as  a  spare  in  case  of  emergency  and  to  allow  the  servicing 
during  normal  working  hours,  of  the  main  fleet. 

Refuse  Disposal. 


■  Collected  refuse  continues  in  the  interests  of  economy,  to  be 
deposited  on  sites  as  near  as  possible  to  the  sources  of  collection 
and  the  existing  sites  at  Broomhill,  East  Chevington,  WidGrington, 
Lynemouth,  Longhirst,  Pegswood,  Longhorsley  and  Causey  Park  continued 
to  be  used  and  maintained  to  the  best  possible  standard  within  the 
limitations  previously  mentioned. 

The  site  at  Longhirst,  however,  was  completed  and  levelled  over 
in  May. 
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Refuse  Disposal  cont’d 

Refuse  from  this  area  was  then  deposited,  together  with  refuse 
from  Pegswood,  Hepscott  and  the  major  part  of  the  western  rural  area, 
at  Pegswood,  "but  this  site  is  filling  rapidly.  Replacement  sites  for 
refuse  from  these  localities  will  pose  a  major  problem  in  the  near 
future . 

With  the  exception  of  the  tipping  site  at  Causey  Park,  all  sites 
are  above  ground  and  exposed  to  any  strong  winds.  These  circumstances 
combined  with  increasing  bulk  of  papers,  plastics  and  other  light 
weight  materials  in  the  refuse,  give  rise  to  complaints  of  littering 
on  occasions  and  continuous  efforts  were  necessary  to  combat  them. 

Informal  action  under  section  75?  Public  Health  Act,  1956?  was 
taken  throughout  the  year  for  the  renewal  and/or  provision  of  106 
standard  dust  bins  to  private  |iroperties  and  in  addition  70  dust  bins 
were  renewed  to  Council  owned  dwellings , 

Visits  for  this  purpose  and  for  purposes  of  tips  and  plant 
maintenance  were  made  on  262  separate  occasions. 

The  Cost  of  the  Service. 

Estimated  weight  of  refuse  collected  and  disposed  of  8,295*25  tons. 

The  collection  vehicles  travelled  50,610  miles  in  the  year  and 
the  total  cost  for  collection,  disposal  and  ancillary  services  amounted 
to  £15,459.  14s.  6d. 

Equal  to  a  cost  per  ton  of  £1.17*5 *4h. 

Cost  per  dwelling  per  annum  £2.17.6.l6d. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I960 . 

The  demand  for  sites  for  holiday  caravans  continued  and  during 
the  yean  a  total  of  160  visits  v/ere  made  in  the  investigation,  inspection 
and  control  of  caravans  within  the  rural  area. 

Revised  application  for  permission  to  the  use  of  a  coastal  site 
for  500  holiday  chalets  was  forwarded  to  the  County  Planning  Authority. 

Approval  was  obtained  and  work  of  developing  the  site  continues. 

Renewal  of  Planning  permission  for  the  continued  use  of  a  site  for 
49  caravans  at  Ellington  was  obtained  and  works ,  involving  the  removal 
from  the  site  of  existing  unsatisfactory  structures  and  the  provision 
of  amenities  up  to  the  standard  required  by  the  Model  Standards  are 
proceeding. 

Outline  planning  application  to  use  land  near  the  coast  at  East 
Chevington  for  holiday  caravans  was  received  but  not  resolved. 

There  are  no  sites  within  the  rural  district  catering  for 
residential  use  of  caravans  and  applicants  seeking  this  type  of 
accommodation  have  to  be  referred  to  sites  in  areas  of  adjoining 
authorities.  The  demand  for  this  type  of  accommodation  is  very  small 
and  would  tend  to  suggest  that  housing  in  the  area  is  adequate  to  meet 
the  demands. 

The  Council’s  holiday  caravan  site  on  the  coast  at  Cresswell 
continues  to  be  popular  and  major  improvements,  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  Model  Standards  made  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government,  were  commenced. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  rodent  operative  continued  with  his  duties  of  regular  inspection 
and  treatment  as  found  necessary,  of  all  Council  properties  including 
buildings  and  surface  structures,  refuse  tips,  sewers  and  sewage  disposal 
plants  etc. 
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Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949  cont'd 


Routine  surveys  were  made  of  lousiness  and  agricultural  premises 
as  the  operative  progressed  through  the  various  areas  of  the  district. 

Every  reported  incident  was  investigated  and  dealt  with  as  found 
necessary. 

In  addition  to  the  work  of  the  operative  6l  visits  were  made  for 
the  purpose  of  specifying  and  supervising  works  of  rat  proofing.

Altogether  1,007  visits  were  made  to  food  premises  and  I  am  pleased 
to  report  that  the  standard  of  hygiene  remains  good.  Every  effort  is 
made  to  maintain  this  high  standard  by  regular  visits  and  by  the 
distribution  of  educational  posters  etc. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act,,  1968. 

The  main  provisions  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and.  Railway  Premises  Act 
of  1965,  came  into  operation  on  the  1st  August,  1964.  By  the  end  of  the 
year  60  applications  for  registration  had  been  received  concerning  the 
following  classes  of  premises ;-

The  department  "was  made  responsible  for  operating  the  provisions  of 
the  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act,  1965?  which  came  into  operation 
on  the  1st  January,  1964* 

Only  one  application  under  the  Act  was  received  and  one  licence 
issued.

Measles . 

The  number  of  cases  of  Measles  was  higher  than  is  normal  in  a 
year  when  no  epidemic  is  expected  but  this  was  probably,  due  to  the 
fact  that  Lynenouth  and  Widdrington  were  the  areas'  most  affected 
during  the  epidemic  of  1963?  whereas,  in  1964?  most  of  the  cases 
occurred  in  Pegswood  which  had  been  relatively  unaffected  in  the 
previous  year. 

Dysentery  (Sonne) 

Of  the  0  cases  of  dysentery,  7  occurred  in  a  hospital  in  the 
district  while  the  remaining  patient  was  a  man  who  worked  in  a  hospital, 
in  which  cases  had  occurred,  in  another  area. 

Diphtheria. 

This  disease  has  caused  no  illness  in  the  past  fifteen  years 
and  no  death  in  the  past  eighteen  years. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

During  the  year,  279  pre-school  and  IS  school  children  completed 
the  primary  course  of  injections.  For  infants  and  young  children  this 
course,  now,  normally  consists  of  three  injections  of  triple  antigen 
which  protects  simultaneously  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus.  At  the  age  of  18  months  to  2  years,  a  re-inforcing  injection 
of  triple  antigen  is  given,  while  at  the  age  of  5  years  and  again  at 
10  years  a  re-inforcing  injection  isgiven  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus. 

In  1964?  re-inforcing  injections  were  given  to  273  pre-school  and 
378  school  children.

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination . 

During  1964s  the  primary  course  of  three  doses  of  oral  vaccine 
was  given  to  1,406  persons,  while  1,869  received  a  re-inforcing  dose 
and  3  &  re- inforcing  injection. 

These  figures  apply  to  the  whole  of  the  Central  Area  of  the 
County.
